Overview 


Labour force experience can be described in terms of a 
person's fabour force activities over a twelve month 
period. “Labour force activities” comprise working and 
looking for work, and are measured in numbers of whole 
weeks spent on each activity. 


In March 1994, Australia’s civilian population included 
12,319,700 persons aged between 15 and 69. Of these 
persons, during the twelve months ending March 1994— 


* 8,686,600 persons (71%) worked at some time 
during the year. 


¢ 2,041,200 persons (17%) looked for work at 
some time during the year. 


* 5,406,900 persons (44%) were not in the 
labour force at some time during the year. 


Note that these percentages add to more than 100 per 
cent as it is possible for a person to be in more than one 
category over the course of a twelve month period (Table 
4, Diagram 1)}. 





Participation in the labour force 


An estimated 9,455,100 persons aged between 15 and 69 
years participated tn the labour force, that is, worked or 
looked for work at some time during the twelve months 
ending March 1994, This comprised 5,266,500 males and 
4,188,600 females (Table 4). 


Some 77 per cent of persons participated in the labour 
force for all or part of the year. This proportion varied 
only marginally in the past five years (Table 2). 


The participation rate of males was the same in 1994 as 
in 1993, at 85 per cent. This proportion was slightly 
higher, at 86 per cent, for all years between 1988 and 
1992. 


The participation rate of fernales increased one percent- 
age point to 68 per cent in 1994, after remaining steady 
at 67 per cent for four years (Table 1, Dtagrarn 2).

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For all age groups between 20 and 54 years participation 
rates exceed 80 per cent. For females, the 20 to 24 year 
age group has the highest participation rate (88%) while 
for males, the participation rate is highest for the 25 to 
34 years age group (97%). 


Since 1993 the greatest increase in participation rates has 
been for those aged [5-19. In this age group the par- 
ticipation rate has increased to 72 per cent (71 per cent 
of males and 73 per cent of females) after lower rates of 
69 per cent in 1992 and 68 per cent in 1993. For males 
aged 65 to 69 there has also been an increase in par- 
ticipation, up three percentage points from the previous 
year to 22 per cent. However for males aged 35 to 44 
the participation rate fell one percentage point to 77 per 
cent over the same time. For females aged between 35 
and 59, the participation tates were relatively unchanged 
from 1993, but in all other age groups, participation rates 
for females increased (Table 2). 


Labour Force Experience 


A more detailed analysis of the labour force experience 
of persons aged 15 to 69 years, during the year ending 
March 1994, is given in Diagram 3. 


An estimated 6,912,800 persons were in the labour force 
throughout the year. Of these, 5,726,500 persons worked 
for all 52 weeks; 349,400 persons looked for work for all 
52 weeks, and the remaining 836,900 persons spent the 
whole year either working or looking for work. 


Some 5,406,900 persons were not in the labour force for 
at least some time during the year. More than half of 
these persons (2,864,600) were not in the labour force at 
any time during the year. Of the remaining 2,542,300 
persons, 66 per cent had worked for part of the year, but 
had not looked for work when they were not working.

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Of the 2,960,100 persons who had worked for less than 
52 weeks, 43 per cent had looked for work for at least 
some time while not working (Tables 4,8,9, Diagram 3). 


Persons aged 20 to 54 years were most likely to have 
Spent some time in the labour force. Males aged 20 to 54 
years have participation rates between 92 and 97 per 
cent. For females in this ape proup participation rates 
vary between 72 and 88 per cent. Two-thirds of persons 
in this age group had spent all 52 weeks in the labour 
force. 


Some 8 per cent of persons aged 65 to 69 had spent all 
32 weeks in the labour force, while 86 per cent of per- 
sons in this age group had not been in the labour force 
at all during the year. Of those in the 55 to 64 years age 
group, 49 per cent had not been in the labour force at any 
time, and 39 per cent had spent all 52 weeks in the 
labour force (Table 5, Diagram 4). 


Persons who worked at some time during the year 


An estimated 8,686,500 persons worked at some time 
during the year ending March 1994, comprising 
4,879,200 males and 3,807,400 females (Table 4). There 
has been a decline in the proportion of persons working 
‘all full-time’, from 53 per cent in 1988 to 48 per cent in 
1994. This change has been greatest for males, falling 
from 73 per cent of males in 1988 to 65 per cent in 1994. 
For females, 34 per cent worked all weeks on a full-time 
basis in 1988, compared with 31 per cent in 1994 (Table 
1). 


The proportion of males working at some time during the 
year decreased from 83 per cent in 1990 to 79 per cent 
in 1993 and remained at 79 per cent in 1994, The propor- 
tion of females working at some time during the year 
increased from 60 per cent in 1993 to 62 per cent in 1994 
(Table 1], Diagram 3). 


A higher proportion of males who were married had 
worked at some time during the year (83%), than males 
who were not married (73%). This difference was evident 
within all age groups. In contrast, 63 per cent of females 
who were not maried had worked at some time com- 
pared with 61 per cent of females who were married. 
(Table 3). 


Of the 8,686,600 persons who had worked at some time 
during the year ending March 1994-— 


® 3,726,500 persons (66%) had worked for the 
full year. 


¢ 71 per cent of male workers had worked for 52 
weeks compared with 60 per cent of female 
workers. 


*« 82 per cent of male workers had worked all 
their weeks on a full-time basis compared with 
50 per cent of female workers. 


¢ 10 per cent of male workers had worked ail 
their weeks On a part-time basis compared with 
39 per cent of female workers (Table 7). 


An estimated 4,645,100 persons had worked all 52 
weeks, and had worked all weeks on a full-time basis. 
This comprises 38 per cent of all persons aged between 
15 and 69 years.

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Persons who looked for work at some time during the 
year 

During the year ending March 1994, 2,041,200 persons 
(1,156,400 males and 884,900 females} looked for work 
at some time. While the proportion of males who looked 
for work had been steadily increasing from [3 per cent 
in 1990 to 20 per cent in 1993, 1994 figures show a drop 
of one percentage point to 19 per cent. The proportion of 
females who looked for work at some time during the 
year ending March 1994 remained unchanged at 14 per 
cent in 1994 (Table 1 and 4, Diagram 6). 


Of the 2,041,200 persons who looked for work during 
the year ending March 1994— 


* 349.400 persons (17%) looked for work for 
the whole 52 weeks. 


* 225,300 males (19%) looked for work for the 
whole 32 weeks compared with 124,100 
femaies (14%). 


= 795,300 persons (39%) looked for work for 
less than 13 weeks. 
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¢ 77 per cent had only one spell of looking for 
work, with an average duration of 25 weeks 
(Tables 4 and 8). 


Persons not in the labour force at some time during 
the year 

The number of persons not in the labour force at some 
time during the year ending March 1994 was 5,406,900, 
with 2,864,600 persons (53%) not in the labour force for 
the whole year. 


An estimated 3,482,300 females were not in the labour 
force at some time. Some 59 per cent of females reported 
‘home duties/childcare’ as their main activity while not 
in the labour force. A further 16 per cent reported ‘at- 
tending an educational institution’ as their main activity. 


In comparison, of the 1,924,600 males not in the labour 
force at some time, the most common main activities 
while not in the labour force reported were ‘attending an 
educational institution’ (29%) and ‘retired/voluntarily 
inactive’ (27%). Some 6 per cent of males reported 
‘home: duties/childcare’ as their main activity (Table 9).

EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)} comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the March 1994 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Those respondents to the labour force survey who 
fell within the scope of the supplementary survey were 
asked additional questions. They were asked the length of 
time they worked or looked for work, the number of spells 
during which they looked for work and other aspects of 
labour force experience for the 52 weeks up to the end of 
the week before the interview. 


Scope 

3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described 
in full in fhe Labour Force, Austrafia (6203.0)) except 
that it was restricted fo persans aged 15 to 69. Visitors to 
private dwellings, students who were boarding at school, 
some patients in hospitals and sanatoriums and inmates of 
reformatories, gaols, etc. have also been excluded. 


4. In the tables, “All Persons’ refers to all persons 
within the scope of the survey. 


Coverage 


5. In the population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
trrore details. 


Definitions 


6. Definitions of labour force and demographic clas- 
sifications appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


7. Labour force experience characteristics relate to the 
52 weeks up to the end of the week before the interview. 
Unless otherwise stated, all other characteristics refer- 
enced in this publication relate to the week before the 
interview, 


Results of the survey 


8. The estimates relate to persons covered by the sur- 
vey in March 1994. Because of emigration, deaths, etc., 
not all persons with labour force experience during the 
peniod were covered. Labour force experience may relate 
to expertence outside Australia. 


9. The March 1994 survey included a question to iden- 
tify persons of Aboriginal or Torres Strait Islander origin. 
A separate publication linking this data with main Labour 
Force Survey items and Labour Force Experience items is 
scheduled for release late in 1994. For more information,

10. Results of similar surveys, conducted in February 
E969, 1973, 1975, 1976, 1977, annually from February 
t979 to February 1989 and annually since March 1990, 
have been given in previous issues of this publication. 


11. It is proposed that this survey will be conducted next 
in February 1995, and at two yearly intervals thereafter. 


Unpublished statistics 


12. As well as the statistics included in this and related 
publications, the ABS may have other relevant un- 
published data available. Inquiries should be made to the 
Labour Force Inquiries contact given on page 24 of this 
publication. 


Comparability of series 

13. It is impracticable to obtain information relating to a 
whole year which is strictly comparable with that obtained 
in the monthly tabour force survey for which the reference 
period is one week. The definitions used in determining 
the labour force status of persons in the monthly survey 
depend on a detailed set of questions asked about a 
person’s labour force activity during the reference week, 
For the survey of labour force experience, a person is as- 
signed to a labour force category on the basis of a more 
limited set of questions. It is for this reason that the terms 
worked and looked for work are used in this survey rather 
than the precisely defined terms employed and un- 
employed used in the monthly labour force survey. 


Discontinuities in the series 

14, All surveys prior to March 1990 were run in 
February. Therefore, the estimates for surveys since 
March 1990 are not strictly comparable with those ob- 
tained from pre-March 1990 surveys. The scope of 
surveys mn prior to March 1990 included persons aged 15 
and over. From March 1990 the surveys have been 
restricted 10 exclude all persons aged 70 and over (see 
paragraph 3). Historical estimates contained in this publi- 
cation for the years 1988 and 1989 have been revised to 
enable comparisons of estimates with the surveys con- 
ducted since March 1990). 


Changes in families classifications 


15. The Relationship in household classification has 
been introduced to align with recently established ABS 
standards. Most categories in the new classification 
remain comparable with categories in the previous clas- 
sification, Family Status. The cases in which there are 
breaks in comparability are discussed in the following 
paragraphs. 


(a} Lone parenis (previously referred to as Sole 
parents) now includes parents with non-dependent 
children {provided those children are without 4 
spouse or children of their own). 


(b) Dependent students (previously Fuil-tume students 
aged 15-24) now comprise sons or daughters (of a 
couple or a lone parent} aged J5 to 19 attending 





school or aged 15 to 24 attending a tertiary educa- 
tional institution full time. Other related full-time 
students, who were also previously classified as 
Fudl-time students aged 15-24 are now included in 
Other family persons. 


(c) Other family persons now comprises the previous 
groups: 


* Other family head (excluding those now 
counted as Lone parents) 

* Other related full-time students (previously 
classified as Full-time students aged 15-24) 
and: 

¢ Other relative of married couple or family 
head. 


For further details refer to The Labour Force, Australia 
(6203.0). 


Sample size 

16. In previous years this supplementary survey has been 
conducted on etther 50 per cent or 75 per cent of the 
dwellings selected in the Labour Force Survey. Since 
March 1990 this has been expanded to the full sample 
size. As a result the standard errors for this survey differ 
from those applicable to previous surveys. 


Estimation procedure 

17. The estimates are derived from the population survey 
by use of a ratio estimation procedure, which ensures that 
the estimates conform to an independently estimated dis- 
tribution of the population for each capital city and 
remainder of State by age, sex and labour force status, 
rather than to the corresponding distribution within the 
sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


18. Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling 
and non-sampling errors. For more information refer to 
the Technical Notes, Page 17.

21. Because estimates have been rounded, discrepancies 
may occur between sums of the component items and to- 
tals. 
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TECHNICAL NOTES 


Since the estimates in this publication are based on infor- 
mation obtained from occupants of a sample of dwellings, 
they are subject to sampling variability, that is, they may 
differ from those that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the survey. One measure 
of the likely difference is given by the standard error, 
which indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings 
was included. There are about two chances in three that a 
sample estimate will differ by fess than one standard error 
from the number that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been included, and about nineteen chances 
in twenty that the difference will be less than two standard 
errors. Another measure of the likely difference is the 
relative standard error, which is obtained by expressing 
the standard error as a percentage of the estimate. 


2. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication, A 
table of standard errors for general application is given on 
the following page. Since they are averages based on cal- 
culations for a limited number of past surveys over a wide 
range of labour force characteristics these numbers will 
not give a precise measure of the standard error of a par- 
ticular estimate but they will provide an indication of its 
magnitude. 


3. An example of the calculation and the use of stand- 
ard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as follows. 
Table 4 shows the estimated number of mamied females 
who worked at some time during the year ending March 
1994 was 2,323,500. Since this estimate is between 
2,000,000 and 5,000,000, the table below shows the stand- 
ard error for Australia will be between 15,200 and 21,000 
and can be approximated by interpolation as 15,800 
(rounded to the nearest 100). Therefore, there are about 
two chances in three that the value that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey 
will fall in the range 2,307,700 to 2,339,300 and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the value will fall within 
the range 2,291,900 and 2,355,100. This example is ii- 
lustrated in the following diagram.

4. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher ts the relative standard 
error, Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In this publication, only estimates with relative 
standard errors jess than 25 per cent are considered suffi- 
ciently reliable for most purposes. However, estimates 
with larger relative standard errors have been included 
and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g, *3.4) to indicate they 
are subject to high standard errors and should be used 
with caution. 


5. Preportions and percentages formed from the ratio of 
two estimates are aiso subject to sampling errors. The size 
of the error depends on the accuracy of both the 
numerator and the denominator. A formula to approximate 
the relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is given 
below: 


RSE (x/y} = V[RSE (x)]2 - [RSE (y)I2 


6. Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, 
these females as a proportion of all married females 
(3,804,606) is 61 per cent. The standard error for 
3,804,600 is approximately 18,700 so the relative standard 
error is 0.5 per cent. The relative standard error for 
2,323,500 is 0.7 per cent. Applying the above formula, the 
relative standard error of the proportion is ¥(0.7)2 - (0.5) 
or 0.5 per cent, giving a standard error for the proportion 
(61 per cent) of 0.3 percentage points. Therefore, there are 
about two chances in three that the proportion of married 
females who worked at some time during the year is be- 
tween 60.7 per cent and 61.3 per cent and nineteen 
chances in twenty that the proportion is within the range 
60.4 per cent to 61.6 per cent. 


7. Published estimates may also be used to calculate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such an estimate is subject to sampling 
error. The sampling error of the difference between two 
estimates depends on their standard errors and the 
relationship (correlation) between them. An approximate 
standard error (SE) of the difference between two es- 
timates (x-y) may be calculated by the following formula: 


SE (x-y) = y[SE (x)]* + [SE (y)}? 


While this formula will only be exact for differences be- 
tween separate and uncorrelated characteristics or 
subpopulations it is expected to provide a good ap- 
proximation for all differences likely to be of interest in 
this publication. 


8. The imprecision due to sampling vartability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
made in coding and processing data. Inaccuracies of this 
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kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they pling error to a minimum by careful design of question- 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a fuli count naires, intensive training and supervision of interviewers 
or a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the non-sam- and efficient operating procedures.

Family: Two or more related persons (relationship in- 
cludes relationships by blood, marriage or adoption) 
usually resident in the same household at the time of the 
survey. A family comprises a married couple or a family 
head as defined, together with any persons having any of 
the following relationships to them: 


(a) sons or daughters of any age, if not marmed and 
with no children of their own present; 


(b} other relatives if not accompanied by a spouse, 
sons or daughters, or parents of their own; or 


(c) any children under 15 years of age who do not 
have a parent present. 


in the labour force: during any week of the reference 
petiod, persons who were reported as having either 
worked or looked for work were classified as in the labour 
force for that week. 


In the labour force at some time (per cent): for a par- 
ticular group, persons in the labour force at some time as 
a percentage of all persons in that group. 


Looked for work: persons who were reported as being out 
of work and looking for work.

Number of spells of looking for work during the year: the 
number of different periods, including the current period, 
during which persons were reported as having been out of 
work and looking for a job. 


Reference period: the 52 weeks up to the end of the week 
ptior to interview. See also paragraph 13 of the Ex- 
planatory Notes, page 15. 


Time tn the labour force during the year: the total number 
of weeks persons were reported as having either worked 
or looked for work. 


Time not in the labour force during the year: the total 
number of weeks persons were reported as having neither 
worked nor looked for work. 


Time spent looking for work during the year: the total 
number of weeks persons were reported as being out of 
work and looking for a job. 


Time worked during the year: the total number of weeks 
persons were reported as having either worked or been on 
paid leave.
